If you are a reader of the newspapers 


you eaw the account they printed the 
other day in regard to the murder of a

Itwlllbenecessnryto open a great many 
big gates as you go along. Ail the 
fariuQ are under fence In this particular 
region, and the gates are a necessity. 
As you get nearer to Hatch's Clearing 
you will see barricades built across the 
mouths of all the dork and shadowy ro- 
Tlnes. This also is ft necessity, for In 
these ravines grows the moss or fun- 
gus which, if eaten by the milch cows, 
causes what Mrs. Pruett calls "the milk 


ak"—not among the cows, but among 


those who drink the milk or eat the but- 
ter made from the milk, Mrs. Pruett 
lost two children in this way, and she 
would have lost her old man, too, if 
Mrs.vBohannon hadn't happened along 
In time to give him a steaming with 
blanket* on which scalding water had 
been poured. The blankets were so 
hot that Mr. Pruett's skin peeled off In 
places. He made such protest as 
his feebleness would permit 
him to 


make, but Mrs. Pruett was firm in her 
purpose, 'He got well, and, though the 
scalded patches on his neck give him a 
piebald appearance to this day, he has 
never had another attack of sickness of 
any kind.

Naturally 
yon will a«k him how far it Is to Hatch's 
Clearing, He will stare at you, scratch 
his bare ankle with his.bare toe, turn 
slowly around on his heels as if to be 
«ure of his benrmg-s, and then reply with 
a drawl that cannot be reproduced: 


"Why, 
1 re9kon you're right spang 


In it now, mister." 


You will be surprised nud somewhat 


irritated, so much so, indeed, that you 
will Inquire with soixie scorn if this is 
what the people around here o-all n 
clearing. The boy will stnre at you again 
with a half smile playing iu-ound his 
pale lips, and say, as he runs his thumb 
under the loue suspender 'to give it o 
firmer scat on his shcwlder:

"They uv been a callin' it that ever 


sence granny came here from I dunno 
where-s." 


Then you will ask how far it is to 


Mrs. Prui'tt's, and Llie boy will say with 
more animation: 


"Hit ain't no ways, skeersely. I'll 


show you wher. She's my granny." 


\Vhereupou he will turn aud walk 


by the buggy, examining horse, harness 
and vehicle with critical eyes. To keep 
up the conversation you will ask him ii 
lie's ever been to Atlanta, and he will 
say, with an unconcerned air: 


"I never has, but my Buddy Bill, he 


over has. They tuck him thar. Mister, 
that hoss is plum tired out." 


If you are wise you will fall to talk- 


Ing about the horse and so take the 
mind of the boy off the compulsory 


journey to Atlanta, for such th'ings as 
these do not constitute the pleasantest 
memories of Tray mountain, nor of any 
other mountain or valley whatsoever 
The boy will conduct you cheerfully 
if not gayly, along the road, and in a 
little while you will hear the hens cack- 
ling in Mrs. Pruett's horse lot. This wil 
give the lad an excuse to run on aheac 
of you. He will exclaim, with as much 
energy as his plaintive voice can com- 
rnand: 
; "Oh, Lordy! them plegged dogs is 
done run the ol' dominicker hen off'n 
'the nest." 
' Whereupon he will start to running 
and pretend to go to the horse lot. But 


;it is all a pretense, for when you come 
|in sight of the house you will see three 
tor four, maybe a half dozen, white- 
.headed children on the fence watching 
for you, and if you have said a kind 
word to the boy who volunteered to be 
'your guide Mrs. Pruett herself will be 
standing on the porch, the right arm 
stretched across her ample bosom, so 
that the hand may serve as a rest for the 
•elbow of the left arm, which is bent so 
that the reed stem of her beloved pipe 
may be held on a level with her good- 
humored mouth.

Mrs. Pruett will turn first 
to the right and then to the left. See- 
ing no one but the children, she will 
call out, in a penetrating but not un- 
pleasant voice:

Sary's Tom?" Forth from the house 
will come the boy you met on the road. 
"Can't you move?" Mrs. Pruett will 
say. "Yander's the stranger a-wonder- 
in' an' a-reck'nin' what kind of a place 
he's come to, an' here's ever'body a- 
ptondin* aroun1 an' a-star-gazin' an' a- 
Buokln' the'r thumbs. 
Will you stir 


'roun,' Tom, er shill I go out an' take 
the stranger's boss? Ax 'im to come 
right in—an', here! you Ml randy! fetch 
out that big rockln'-cheer!" 


It is safe to say that you will enjoy 


everything that Is set before you; you 
will not complain even If the meat IB 
fried, for the atmosphere of the moun- 
tain fits the appetite to the fare. If 
Mrs, Pruett likes your looks you will 
catch her in an attitude*of listening for 
something. Finally, you will hear a 
shuffling sound in one of the rooms, as 
If a man were moving about, and then, 
If It is Mrs. Pruett's "old man"—and she 
well knows by the sound—she'll lift 
her voice and call out; "Jerd! what 
on the face of the yeth air you doin' In 
there? You'll stiimble an' break some 
er them things in there threckly. Why 
don't you come out an' show yourse'f ? 
You hain't afeard er nothin' ner nobody, 
I hope." 
. 


Whereupon Mr. Pruett will come out 


—a giant in height, with a slight stoop 
In his shoulders and a pleasant smile 
on his face. And he will give you a 
hearty greeting, and his mild blue eyee 
will regard'you so steadfastly that you 
will wonder why Mrs. Pruett asked him 
If he was afraid of anybody. Later, 
you will discover that this inquiry is n 
standing joke with his wife, for Jerd 
Pruett is renowned in all that region as 
the most dangerous man in the moun- 
tains when his temper Is aroused. 
Fortunately for him and his neigh- 
bors, he has the patience of Job. 
. You will find on closer acquaintance 
with Jerd Pruett that he is a man of 
considerable 
information in a great 


many 
directions, and that he is 


possessed of a large fund of common 
sense. Naturally the talk will drift to 
the murder of the young woman bj- 
Toog Parmalee. If'you don't mention 
it, Mrs. Pruett will, for she has her OWE 
ideas in regard to the tragedy.

,ians pitched their rude tents and built 
hem a rofig-h tabernacle, and here they 
leld their yearly camp-meeting. 


To this meeting in 1S63 came Hildreth 


of Hall and his kinsmen. Hither also 
ame a number of people from Hatch's 
llearinir. and among- them Loorany 
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Parmalee. The old people had*come to 
pray, but the youngsters had come to 
frolic, and the gayest of all was Loorany 
Parmalee. There were girls from the 
villages roundabout, as well as girls 
from the valley, and some of these made 
believe to laugh at Loorany, but the 
laugh was against them when they saw 
the boys and young men flocking after 
her. Mrs. Pruett had more than half 
promised to keep ari eye on Loorany, 
and she did her best, but how can a 
pious, maimed lady keep up with a good 
looking girl when she is at an ag-e when 
she is less a woman and feels more like 
one than at any other stage of her ex- 
istence? 
Mrs. Pruett 
tried good 


•humoredly to. put a curb on Loorany, 
but the lass laughed and shook the 
bridle off, and no wonder, considering 
the weakness of human nature. She 
was beg-i fining- to t«ste the sweets of her 
first real conquest, for here was Hil- 
dreth of Hall, the finest young fellow of 
the lot, following- her nbout like a dog 
and running- hither and yon to please 
her whims nnd fancies. 


It is true that John Wesley Millirons 


had been casting- sheep's ey_es at her for 
several years, hanging around the 
house on Sunday afternoons and rid- 
ing- with her to church otr-Sundays; 
but what of that? 
Wasn't John Wes- 


ley almost tho same as home folks? 
And did he ever see the day that.ho 
was as polite, or as quick to fetch and 
carry, or as nimble with his tongue as 
Hild'reth of Hall? 


Go along with your taik aboitt solid 


qualities! Girls must enjoy themselves 
and have fun, and how can you have the 
heart to ask them to sit for hours with 
e chap that mopes or is too bashful to 
talk fluently, or who looks like he is 
frightened to death all the time? It 
is too much to ask.

So Mrs. Prnett watched Loorany gal- 


lanting around with Hildreth, of Hall, 
and all the other Chaps ready to take his 
place, except JcOin Wesley Millirons, 
who sat in the shade and made marks in 
the sand with a twig-. Mrs. Pruett 
watched all this, and gravely shook her 
head. And yet the heart-shaking- was 
good-humored and lenient.

A GRAND MEMORIAL. 


The Mtimberg ef the Pleasant Green 
Bap- 


tist Church Pay Trihnte to the Memory 


of the Founder of the Church. 


Sunday afternon 
Pleasant 
Green 


Baptist chucrh was crowded with the 
members and old acquaintances of the 
late Bev. Butler Harper, to hold a 
memorial service in honor of the foun- 
der of Pleasant Green. Rev. Harper, 
the founder, and the gospel father of 
many of her members, was born a slave 
in Madison county, Virginia, June 
15th, IS 11 and ordained a minister of 
the gospel at the age of twenty-five. 
He was. imprisoned five times for 
preaching the gospel to his fellow 
slaves; but, like the Apostles Peter and 
Paul, and many of his contemporaries, 
the law of man and the enemies of the 
labors of Christ may prohibit them 


m preaching, but no law of man 


was potent enough to crush the gerni of 
spiritual life which gave rise to that 
hidden fire iu their breast. In his 
actions he declared that "They may 
icep me from preaching, but all powers 
on earth and the infernal region com- 
bined could not prevent me from pray- 
ing. '' In his case, as in the case of 
many others, prayer was not only the 


y that unlocks the gate of heaven, 
t aslo opens the prison doors and sets 


die prisoners free. 


Realizing that "No man can serve 


two masters," in 1859 he purchased 
iis freedom, and in 'C3 he came to this 
state, then known as the "Home of the 
Free,'' where he labored eaniesty and 
faithfully, 
organizing and building 


ihruches. In '81 he moved to Kansas, 
and there he labored as a missionary. 
Twelve churches in that state wil tell 
to generations yet. unborn the estimable 
value of this man of God. 
No monu- 


neut can be erected by those who love 
urn that will stand as that monument 
ae labored so earnestly to build. 
He, 


.ike Price, Payne, Sturm and Douglass, 
juilded his own monummentuni while 
on earth, and it shall stand more en- 
durable than brass. 


After sixty-nine years of ministerial 


service in the vineyard of his Master, 
ic died in a good old age and was 
gathered as the "Father of the Faith- 
ful" unto his people, being 8-1 years, 


;i mouths of age. 


He leaves a brother, Mr. Frank 


Washington, of Union street, and a sis- 
ter, a son and daughter, a beloved wife 
and a host of warm friends to mourn 
iis departure. 
He was a faithful hus- 


band, a loving father, a true friend and 
an humble servant of God. He is gone, 
rat shall nerve be forgotten. 
He rests 


from his* labor, but his works shall live 
after him. 
The church was nicely 


decorated with potted plants and cut 
flowers, the pulpit neatly draped.
